REBEL ACCOUNT OF SMITH AND GBIURiOS’a 
raid. 

toiTeeponde-cce Atlanta Southern Cmfederacy.] 
Dkmopolis, Feb. 22, 1804. 

News from the front glows s’-it.'o. The ene- 
my having prospected as Ur South as DsSoto, 
on the Mobile road, qgeui to be hesitating as 
to their future movements. It eeem3 the Yan- 
kees are by no means sanguine of their future 
svc:ess, aud many report that the subordinate 
officers and men are extremely nervous and 
apprehensive, and 3 wear that Sherman is crazy 
and doomed to destiuction. 

There is no donbt but that Sherman expect- 
ei material aid and lull co-operation from a 
column that was to comedown through North 
Mississippi. So entirely was ihis support re- 
lied upon, that the Federal commander has 
openly boasted that “General Smith would be 
iu Columbus ty the 15tb.” It is confidently 
believed here that the Fedora! force now mov- 
ing in that direction will fall in wiih some 
obstacles little dreamed of in their philosophy, 
which will very seriously interfere with their 
arrangements. 

General Forrest, who is altcady confronting 
them, has been amply reiuforcsd, and strong 
hopeo ere entertained that very few will reach 
Geo. Sherman, and those will hardly improvo 
bi3 already partially demoralized army. This 
Northern Mississippi raid, it seemj, consists of 
from seven to ten thousand men, cavalry aud 
infantry combined, with six pieces of -artil- 
lery. This raid 19 abundantly provided for. 
Our cavalry have been doing sp'.eudid work. 

I have beard Wirt Adams’s old regiment 
more particularly mentioned. I had begun 
to fear tho “fortv wagons” affair was a “reli- 
able contraband” story, but to-day I learned 
thopaiticulars from a participant in the affair. 

Two squadrons from Wirt Adams’soli reg- 
iment, led by Col. Wood (now commanding 
that gallant corps), aud supported by a am ill 
forceof di: mounted men, under Uol. Dsmoa- 
tic-lle, charged across a small field, along the 
opposite side of which the enemy’s wagon 
train was passing, hoavily guarded by a line 
of infantry on either side. 

Tbo charge was so sudden, so wild, so gal- 
lant, that tho wretches felt tbsir duom was 
sealed, and fled in wild confusion. On dashed 
tho avenging “rebels,” and while the males 
and drivers struggled in confusion aud dis- 
may, they shot drivers and mule3 as they 
Bwept like a whirlwind down the line of 
struggling, crushed, and disorderly Yankees, 
and poured a perfect shower of balls into 
them, and then, coming to a heavy line of 
infantry drawn up to receive them, they 
wheeled off and dashed again out o ' sight and 
reach. W e lost six men and some few horses 
in the uffair; and among them a very ga'luut 
fellow, Sergeant Gibson, who w is wounded, 
and afterward killed in cold blood by the 
cowardly wretches who had fled on tho lirat 
sight of onr men. 

It i3 of course hot prudent to mention what 
is now transpiring hereabouts, but all weak- 
kneed people had as well take heart, aud not 
try “wolf’ too soon.

Another Ciiabb Manifesto Against Lin- 
coln. — The following is the circular issued by 
the Chase committee at Washington and cir- 
culated through the Legislature and at the 
capital of Ohio: 

The effort now making to forestall the ac- 
tion of the Republican National Convention, 
by procuring the formal nomination of Mr. 
Lincoln in the State Legislatures and other 
public bodies, is deeply to be deplored. 

The more so, because this movement origi- 
nates with the recipients of Executive favor 
and patronage, some of whom hold high sta- 
tions in the administration of Mr. Linoln, 
whose object is to perpetuate thoir own power 
aDd means of pecuniary advancement, with- 
out any regard whatever to the welfare of tho 
country. While these nominations are made 
to appear as though they emanated from the 
f-ontaneous wil1 of tlic people, the animus in 
reality is to defeat their will altogether, by 
t-roducing such a public clrraur in behalf of 
Mr. Lincoln as to prevent the assembling of 
the national convention at all; ot, if it should 
assemble, to force his nomiua’ioa upon tbs 
country, irreSDective of the popular will. 

In time of civil war, with all its attendant 
calamities, the attempt to advhucs the per- 
sonal interest and ambition of any one man, 
or nuniborof men, without regart to the pub- 
lie good, deserves and should revive univer- 
sal condemnation. 

To the propor discussion of ML Lincoln’s 
claim to be made a candidate for tho next 
Presidential term, there cm bo no leasouable 
objection; but it is tho pDople, and not .Ur. 
Lincoln at,d bis dependents, whoj-bonld de- 
cide upon his claim. 

While the great body of the Apietican peo- 
ple have everything at stake upon the right 
administration of the government, they havo 
really no personal interest in its patronage. 
Tbeieiore, ihey are the only disinterest*! 
party to select tho Presidential cindidate 
without interference from Executive influ- 
ences. 

But now It Is too early to commit the peo- 
ple to the fortunes of any Presidential aspirant. 
The issues of war are ever uncertaiu, aud 
though wc havo every reason to, hope our gal- 
lant armies may have destroyed the rebel 
power before the meeting of the convention, 
they may not. At all events, the people will 
he much better prepared to decide this ques- 
tion three or four months hence than they 
can pc ssibly be to-day. 

Already has this premature action alienat- 
ed many of the friends of freedom, who be- 
lieve that even with a fair nomination in a 
full convention Mr. Lincoln ^cannot be re- 
elected to Ibe Presidency. 

There are many solid reasons in the very 
philosophy of representative government, 
against the election of a President tor a 
second term. 

The unbounded popularity of General 
Washington during his administration con- 
vinced tho American, people that had he been 
lees than Washington, he might, by the pat- 
ronage of office, have subverted the liberties 
of tbe country by procuring hi3 own election 
periodically /or life. 

The want of a constitutional limitation to 
the number of term* to whica a President 
might bo eligible was then felt to be a serious 
delect. 

Washington participated in this sentiment, 
and pereiuptor ly refused to allow him . sit to be 
elected for a third term; aud his decision fur- 
nished a precedent which had all the farco of 
a constitutional restriction 

Doling the domination of the Republican 
pmy, f?(im Jefferson to Monroe, the practice 
of tho President nominating himself for the 
ttcond term, and then his successor, through 
the machinery of a caucus, which virtually 
transferred the powerof election from the peo- 
ple to the administration, was becoming a 
precedent which threatened the 6ubversioniof 
republican liberty. 

Gen. Jackson, in order to maintain the in- 
dependence of the elective franchise, became a 
candidate of the people in opposition to this 
caucus system, and I hough defeated first, 
was in 1828, triumphantly elected against the 
powerful patronage of tho Government. Front 
ihat day no President, nntll Mr. Lincoln, ever 
mttirpted to revive that odiou3 system, of 
having himtclf nbuticatrd without consulting 
the people iu n National Convention. 

Gen. JackEjq»«-a3 made a candidate by the 
people for a second term against hi3 will, and 
elected with unparalleled unanimity. Yet, 
such was the unbounded esthmiasm ho in- 
spired, that Jackson saw, as did every reflect- 
icg man, that the danger to liber y which oc- 
curred under Wdsh’ngton’a administration 
was repeating itself. 

And so utterly opposed was that stern pa- 
triot to the use of patronage for tho purpose 
of procuring a re-election to the Presidency, 
that he laid down the one-term principle asn. 
fundamental doctrine in our democratic sys- 
tem, and it became a part of the political 
creed of the people; so strong, that no Pres- 
ident from that day bus been re-elected, and 
probably never will be by a fair expression of 
tbo popular will. 

If President Lincoln, in defiance of tho 
teachings of Jacksoa, in violation of the great 
principles which underlie oar Democratic 
icstiiutions, and in the face of the solemn 
warnings of history, can now so wield his pa- 
tronage as to secure bis election for a second 
teim, who is eo blind as not to sea that four 
yea 13 hence he will have less difficulty iu se- 
curing bis election for e. third term? For with 
an army of more than half a million of citizen 
soldiers under his command, and an annual 
patrocapeofa thousand mill ouaof money, he# 
can, if lu has oue-balf tbs bruin attrioulsd to 
him by his friends, have himself elected from 
term to term during his natural life. 

If Ibe “military necessity” supplies a rea- 
son now for bis nomination, and tha extrasr- 
dm&ry patronage occasioned by tha war fur- 
nishes the means of bis election, a3 a matter 
of course his interest ia then to prolong me 
wares a means of perpetuating bis power. 

No man with (be patriotism of a Washing- 
ton or a Jackson would seek to place himself 
in a position where bis interest and hir per- 
sonal ambition would be coincident with the 
continuance of the rebellion and the perpetui- 
ty of tho war. _ 

But, aside from the consideration of the 
second turn principle, there is siili nuother 
and more forcible objection to the nomination 
of Mr. Lincoln. 

The people have lost ail confidence iu his 
ability lo suppress tho rebellion aad ro 3 tora 
the Union. It is impossible to put out of 
view the fact that there is a gem rnl feeling 
of disappointment iu the loyal North, tint 
alter such a wasting of its'preciou 3 blood, 
and such a vast expenditure of treasure, the 
rebellion continues unsubdued; aud all tbe 
promises ot tho administration, time and 
again, for its speedy overthrow have been 
falsified. 

Tbe truth is, that there is no mau who does 
r ot wear the livery of office, or is not in Uic 
pay Of the General Government, who dooj 
not feet moulded and humbled that our na- 
tion, wi h its twenty millions of loyal oeop’e 
in Ibe North, with four millions of auxiliiriet 
in the South, to say nothing of a Urge host of 
Union men there, has rot succeeded v 0 t iu 
overthrowing tho insolent slave oligarchy, 
avl ichdeesnot number five millions, aii told 1 

How is it that Jefferson Duvis, with his 
thndcr resources, without a uivv, without 
manufactories, is siil-i d'fiaut at Richmond, 
and hss twice Eent rebel hordes across the Po- 
tomac, pntling in jeopardy even tho personal 
liberty of Mr. Lincoln timaelf? 

It is impossible to prevout the American 
people from making humiliating comparisons 
betwee n the rebel chiof and ilia Presid- ut of 
tbe United Suites. They well understand why 
this condition of things exieu at tho end of 
tbe (bird year of Mr. Lincoln’s term. The 
fault is not in the want ot intell-gence and 
bravery on tho part of onr solditrs or the skill 
cf our officers. For both soldiers end offic-rs 
have proven, on ninny a battle-fi Id, that, in 
erduraccc and valor, and all ibe elements 
which constitute the great soldier, they are 
the equals, if not the superiors of the rebels. 

It will not do to throw the biame upon the 
country, for it bus furnished all the meu and 
all the money the President he:: asked. 

It will uot do to charge it upon the rebel 
sympathizers at tlie North, for they have had 
no moans of interfering with the orders of the 
President. The responsibility rests aline 
upon him. He lias been weak and vacilla- 
ting throughout, seemingly incapable of set- 
tling upon any' definite line of policy iu re- 
gard to the rebellion. 

Two theories in regard to it have and now 
divide the American people. One is, that 
the Southern States are still States of the 
American Union; that their coeval constitu- 
tions aud laws, though sileut in the presence 
of the rebel power, will, upon the suppression 
o! the rebell on, revive, and the people return 
to 11 cir former rights. 

The other theory is, that they are no longer 
States in the American Union, in the sense of 
the constitution, but the rebellion having ac- 
quired the strength and consistency of a bel- 
ligerent power, the status of the entire popu- 
lation lias been changed ftom citizens to adieus, 
and they do not return to their rights upon 
the suppression of the rebellion, but only to 
euch as the supreme legislative power may 
give them. 

Had Mr. Lincoln adopted either one of 
these theories and adhered to it vigorously, 
ho might long since have ended the rebel- 
lion. 

Had bo chosen the first he could, before 
this, have brought back thoStates, with their 
institutions and laws, slaves and all. 

Had he adopted the other and sustained 
Fremont and Hunter the friends of freedom 
knout that the rebel armies might long ago 
have been overthrown and the whole rebel 
territory iu poeaeseiou of the United States, 



with the manacles of every slave stricken off 
from the Susquehanna to tho Rio Grande. 

This vacillation and indcaision of the Presi- 
dent has been the real cause i city our icell 
appointed armies hart not succeeded' in the 
destruction of the rebellion. 

He has constantly been going between 
these two theories, taking nb positive ground 
for either, but bolding on To the skirts of 
both. , 

Whether (rout the feebleness of his will, 
which has been unequal to the alternate pres- 
sure of the respective leaders of tho.sC theo- 
ries, or whether from the want of intellectual 
grasp, he has really been tmablo to compre- 
hend their philosophy, or from the want of 
political principle and indiffcrcnco to truth, 
he, has tcilk that species of cunning which 
characteriics a certain class of lawyers, 
sought to ride both theories, for Ike purpose 
of securing his reelcction. 

The car.t about "Honest Old Abo” was at 
first amusing, it, then became ridiculous, bat 
now it is absolutely criminal. 

Honesty signifies nothing, unless there is a 
capacity to wield the power. In the lan- 
guage of Wendell Phillips, "who carc3 for 
the lionesty of the President unless he be ca- 
pable; it is not honesty but capacity that is 
Wanted.” 

When tbo nation again places in tbe hands 
of a commaDder-in-cbief tbe lives of all its 
able-bodied men, and all its material wealth, 
it will want a better guarantee than the antc- 
c< dept* of our jocular President furnish, that 
tbe power will be wielded ably, efficiently, 
anil surely, for the perpetuity of the Union. 

Should Mr. Lincoln be forced upon the 
country in defiance of the better judgment of 
the Republican party, and the Democratic 
party be judicious in planting a candidate for 
the prosecution of the war upon tlje first 
1 1 leery above indicated (which is their 
lluory), Mr, Lincoln will bs mast un- 
questionably defeated, unless be should be 
templed in tot evil' hour to use the military 
power iu his hands by suppressing the free- 
dom of electiOLs in the loyal Sta®s. A vic- 
tory won by the sword would be no victory, 
but a lamentable defeat to the friends of lib-’ 
erly. 

A convention of patriots, if wise, will 
never nominate lor the Presidency a military 
leader in actual command of an army, much 
less the commaudor-iu chief, who now has 
more than half a million soldiers under his 
riiQipiatid, and if Becessary to success might 
have a million bclore the next Presidential 
election. 

The temptation to a military candidate to 
use the sword to secure bis own election is 
too great, the warnings of history too im- 
pressive fat the 4mcrican people ever volun- 
tarily (o consent '.to so liazardu 
ment. 

Never before i i our history has sneb a 
combination of h<:h qualities been required 
as will be needed lu the administration of tbe 
government lor thanext four ♦ears. 

The war has created a debt tire magnitude 
of which is astounding lo consider. The in- 
terest alone will oppress the people for years 
to come; at the sarnd time the means of dis- 
charging the debt will, by the necessary op- 
erations of the war. Irate been fearfully weak- 
ened. So many hundreds of thousands of 
men have been called from their industrial 
pursuits never to return to them; so much 
of the material wealth of the count y lias been 
destroyed; so many Geltfc for the production 
of its great staples laid waste; indeed its 
whole labor system has been perverted or dis- 
organized! 

To rccoverlho nation from this state of utter 
exhaustion and restore it to its wonted pros- 
perity will demand an order of intelligence 
which is bestowed upon but few men in any 
country at the same time, and the mightiest 
intellect in our land might well tremble in 
assuming such responsibility. We want in 
our coming President an advanced thinker, 
a statesman profoundly versed in political and 
economic science, one who fully comprehends 
the spirit of the age iu which wc live.

Shortly after Gen. Grant ha i received his 
commission 09 Lieutenant-General and Cunr- 
niander-in-Chief from iho President yester- 
day, Gen. Halleck called to congratulate him, 
and -to report formally for duty. Ho told him 
that he would be proud to serve under him; 
that he was ready and anxious to fulfil any 
duty to which he might assign him. 

It is known that previous to the arriral of 
Gen. Grant, the executive authority proposed 
to reorganize the Army of the Potomac into 
three corps. Generals Hancock, Warren, 
Sedgewick, GibboD, and Buell, have been con- 
sidered for the corps commanders. The selec- 
tion frem these, es well as of a commander- 
:u-chiif, is expected to be made upon Grant’s 
return fiem a visit to the Army of the Poto- 
mac. 

General McCook arrived this morning. The 
wjuding of the Commission in’ his case will 
immediately be made known. He is very 
anxious to be restored to active service, and 
will gladly accept any duty, however lim- 
ited. 

General Grant, with utter disregard of nu- 
merous propositions to fete him and exhibit 
him at theatres, left for tbe Army of ibe Po- 
tomac this morning, accompanied by his staff 
anil Gen. Augur.

TLe 
criminal negligence of an engineer caused the 
disaster, and I am informed by persona pres- 
ent at the catastrophe that such was the in- 
dignation against Lim when tbe facts were 
known, that, had he been found, Us life 
would have paid tho penalty of his murderous 
negligence. 

EEBPOKSIMLtTY Of ENGINEERS. 

If trains on a road so continually in U3e as 
this fire entrusted to the engineer, tho re- 
mcinbrunee that in Lis bands rest the fate of 
hundreds who may bo coursing at the same | 
dar gi-rci;: rapidity the track ho travels, should 
command his vigilance and- bast judgment. I 
Carelessness is inexcusable, aud the penalty i 
should be commensurate with the awful re- 
sponsibility. It is no small affair undeserving ' 
of serious notice, that seven parsons, and i 
i-Lt-j; them three ladies, should tc mingled 
and bnrned to death, because a negligent, 
careless engineer dashes his train into another, 
tearing cars to splinters end spreading death 
and destruction around him. I doubt not 
that the retribution deserved will be promptly 
meted out. 

The managers and directors of the road owe 
it to themselves, whom they would have the 
public believe solicitous for their safety; tlrer 
owe it to the public who commit lives to their 
canticns keeping, to see that au example be 
made in some way from the esse ia hand. Cen- 
sure canrct to attached to the authorities in 
(barge of the road. Their regulations observ- 
ed, the appalling calamity would have been 
nvr rted.

Dr. Wm. P. Ray, the well-known travleler 
and litterateur, dieel of malignaut small- 
pox at the hospital at Portsmouth, Va., on the 
night of the 1st inst. Dr. Ray was a native 
of Massachusetts, and a pupil of Ben Butler, 
when the latter was a schoolmaster. He en- 
tered anel was graduated at Harvarcl College, 
and subsequently studied at the University 
of Heidelberg in Germany, from which he re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 
After completing his studies he began to 
travel over the various countries of Europe on 
foot. His wanderings of this nature were 
probably more extensive than those of any

Ho went to New York and for 
several years before the breaking out of the 
war was employed mainly in writing for the 
weekly- Press, lo which he contributed many 
fine descriptive and philosophic sketches and 
articles.. After the capture of Norfolk be 
went down there and engaged in various 
journalistic enterprises. Latterly he has been 
the special correspondent of the New York 
Times, writing for that print under the signa- 
ture of “Tewksbury.” He was engaged iu 
writing for us an account of Gen. Butler’s late 
movement in tlie direction of Richmond, 
w hen he was seized by the disease which has 
carried him to the grave.

> peared in our telegraphic colnmas yesterday 
is a mere piece of political strategy, designed 
/ a s it certainly is adapted to increase the ardor 
of Mr. Chase’s partisans, on the principle, as 
applicable in the moral as in the physical 
world, that a little cold-water thrown upon J 
a big fire serves to augment and intensify the j 
flame. The letter signifies merely that the j 
prospects of Mr. Chase are in his own estima- 
tion getting somewhat desperate, and demand 
the infusion of new energy into his friends. 
This the letter will effect, besides preparing a 
soft place whereon to fall in the end, if fall he 
must. We look upon Ae letter a3 quite a 
masterpiece in its way. 

jgpTlie rebellion is certainly in a bid 
way, but let none of onr people give them- 
selves up to the delusion that it is conquered, 
or that it has ceased to be formidable. Let 
it not be thought for a moment that 
the rebels are so crippled, broken-down, 
or paralyzed, that they can no longer of- 
fer anything more than a feeble resist- 
ance to tfrb Union armies. They may be 
upon short and coarse rations, they may be 
half-naked, they may lack all t£e luxuries 
and much cf what we usually deem the nec- 
essaries of life, but they Jiff ht. A good many 
of them desert, but the desertions are more 
than compensated by the all-sweeping con- 
scription. A good many of them, we say, 
desert, but those who remain fight in undi- 
minished numbers and with the most desper- 
ate determination, stimulated, incited, and 
stung by the thought, that to aoandon the 
conflict would be to abandon themselves and 
their families to hopeless and reme dies* min. 
We do not think we are mistaken when we 
express our belief, that, if a wise, just, and 
conciliatory policy had been adopted and 
Strictly adheted to by the Federal Adminis- 
tration, there would not now be a sign of 
rebellion in the whole country. 

The rebels never did more desperate fight- 
ing or mere rapid marching than they have 
recently done against Gen. Seymour in 
Flerida, and against Gen. Smith and Gen. 
Grierson in Mississippi. Notwithstanding the 
very great injuries inflicted upon them by 
Smith and Grierson, and the immense damage 
done them by Sherman, it must be confessed 
that the spring campaign does not thus far 
appear to be opening altogether inauspiciously 
for them. They are already in the field with 
a large portion of the men raised by their ali- 
embraciog conscription, and they will be in 
the field with all the rest before we shall be 
able to use the reinforcements furnished by 
onr draft. No doubt the backbone of the re- 
bellion is awfully bruised, but it isn’t broken. 

It won’t be broken till one of the great armies 
of tbe rebel Confederacy shall have been de- 
stroyed. We have yet a mighty work before 
us, and our only salvation is in giving our 
whole might to the accomplishment of it. 

JgT The Mount Vernon estate has not 
been occupied, either by loyal or rebel troops, 
during the rebellion. This shows that therbis 
still at the core of the Americas heart an in- 
nate recognition of the eminent services of 
the illustrious man who breathed his last 
there, after having assisted to frame our Con- 
stitution, led our armies to victory in the war 
of Independence, and filled for two terms the 
Executive chair of the Union. While this 
sentiment finds a response in the better im- 
pulses of the people who have lived and pros- 
pered under the Union he so oarncally labor- 
ed to create, and amid the manifold blessings 
of that constitutional liberty which he cher- 
ished with such devotedness, we cannot be- 
lieve that tbe mad animosity which now rages 
will cot under the pacifying influences of time 
and reason be allayed, or that the period will 
not arrive when, amid the sacred recesses of 
Mt. Vcrnou and upon the lawns once trodden 
by the ftetof George Washington and now 
hallowed by hi9 memory, the warring and 
erring brothers who now are blindly striking 
at each other's hearts, may meet in peace and 
de<p contrition over the past and renew the 
oath our fathers swore to devote their lives, 
their fortunes, and their sacred honors to the 
service of their country. We ardently in- 
dulge the confident hope that “the refreshing 
remembrance of Ibe past” will again bring 
Massachusetts and South Carolina back to 
the “cherished harmony both of principle 
and feeling” which once distinguished them. 
“Shoulder to shoulder they went through 
the war of the Revolution, and hand to hand 
they stood around the administration of Wash- 
ington and felt his own great arm leau upon 

them for snppertl”

Horrible. — It appears from the despatches, 
that, according to tbe testimony of Federal 
prisoners from Richmond, the rebel authori- 
ties there, when they found that Kilpatrick 
was rapidly approaching the city, placed 2U0 
kegs of powder under the chief prison, and 
made every arrangement for blowing tfee 
thousands of prisoners into eternity. The 
■witrfesses are competent to testify, and we 
presume that they testily to the truth. And 
what a horrible truth it is! The deed con- 
templated was worthy only of Hell's worst 
devils! If the Federal cavalry had entered 
Richmond and the gunpowder project had 
beea executed, blowing thousands of un- 
armed and helpless prisoners to the clouds, 
the deed could not but shock aud horrify the 
whole world of mankind throughout ail the 
centnries. 

On the part of the rebels this war is no civ- 
ilized war. It is in many things worse than 
whatia^sually known as barbarian warfare. 
We can only exhort our brave officers and 
soldiers never to surrender themselves pris- 
oners to the rebels while they have the power 
to stand. They had better, a thousand times 
better, die upon the battle-field than give 
themselves up to the rebels, "whose tender 
mercies are cruel.”

GkK. BrSLL’s Vindication. — A few dajs 
since we quoted the remarkable statsment 
from a Washington correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial that it i3 now represented 
by the administration that the delay in mak- 
ing public the finding of the Commission to 
investigate the conduct of Gen. Buell was 
accidental. We presume the correspondent 
alluded to speaks by authority, and this pre- 
sumption is strengthened by the palpable 
want of any other reason to be assigned by 
tke War Department for ita “unintended injus- 
tice.” How the delay was ■accidental has not 
been explained, but to the experience of those 
who are accustomed to handle and dispose of 
documents, only two ways of accidental de- 
iay present themselves: either in a rush of 
business to pass by a case supposing it to have 
been already published, or to mislay the 
record. The first of these two possible causes 
seems hardly probable, as the press of the en- 
tire country has been asking, and thefriendsof 
Gen. Buell clamoring, for the decision of the 
Commission ever since the record in his case 
was forwarded. It is a reasonable presump- 
tion that fbe General-in-Chief, the Secretary 
of War, and the officers of the War Depart- 
ment, read the newspapers, and it may be ac- 
cepted as a fact that if they did do so they 
were a ware .that the decision had not been 
published. The "surprise in military circles” 
in regard to the delay has been particularly 
intense in Washington, and the first reason 
suggested must therefore be rejested as im- 
probable. The second reason which we have 
indicated is one of frequent occurrence in an 
Adjutant-General’s office, particularly where 
the paper is passed from hand to hand. The War 
Department, then, in its semi-official apolo- 
getic announcement of “accidental delay” 
and "unintended injustice,” may mean to 
say that the record was mislaid. Now a friend 
of oars who chances to know something of 
that record has told us that it contained over 
five thousand page3 of legal cap. making 
twenty-five inches deep of solid paper. If 
such a document could be pigeon-holed in 
the War Department, the compartments in 
the cases should be called roc-holes, after the 
gigantic Arabian bird, for our Lilliputian ex- 
perience cannot comprehend how a documen- 
tary bale by any possibility might be over- 
looked, forgotten, or mislaid. The War De- 
partment's usual mode of egress from trying 
end intricate situations, particularly as 
evinced by its present explanation of “acci- 
dental delays,” &c., while it has such aper- 
tures at hand, certainly exhibits the redeem- 
ing trait of modesty. 

It is entirely too late for the administration 
to attempt to explain away its outrages upon 
Gen. Buell by such silly and pnerile excuses 
as “accidental delay” and “unintended injus- 
tice.” It is the same accidental delay which 
kept Gen. MpClellan’s report from tbe public 
until it was absolutely demanded by Congress, 
and it is the same unintended in justice which 
tbe faithless protestations of the administra- 
tion evince in the correspondence that General 
McClellan has given to the world in his report. 
It is now about ten months since theBuell Com- 
mission was dissolved, and we are now, for 
the first time, informed that “the Commission 
pronounced Gen. Buell free from ail blame.” 
This fact was known at the War Department 
on tbe day of the reception of the record. The 
President knew it, the Secretary of War 
knew it, and the General-in-Chief knew it, but 
notoneof them ever let fall from his lip3 the 
single sentence that would have cleared up 
the character of the officer whom they in 
the plenitude of their power had set aside. 
But at this late day we are told that the de- 
lay wa3 accidental, and further that “it is but 
dne to Gen. Buell to say that he ha3 borne 
unintended injustice of unproved imputations 
upon his military sagacity and loyalty so 
long without a murmur.” And yet that un- 
mutmuring submission of the thorough sol- 
dier, that abnegation of the right of speedy 
vindication when imputations were made 
against his loyalty, which, if proven, would 
have effected his very life, never once awak- 
ened a spark of generosity, never for one 
me mint broke the silence which alone was 
calculated to cast suspicion upon Gen. Buell. 
And even now hi3 vindication is forced and 
constrained ; it does not emanate spoata- 
neouoly and generously from those who, 
having done an unintentional wrong, 
seek to make all possible reparation 
which honorable men could do; but, 
with the consciousness of flagrant injustice 
stamped upon its statements and giviug a 
pitiful indecision to its actions, the adminis- 
tration now, through a newspaper corre- 
spondent, offers to the public and to General 
Buell the decision which the public asked for 
and General Buell had a right to know long 
ego. To excuse the delay, it is intimated that 
it was accidental, and, to heal General Buell’s 
outraged feelings, a poor compliment is passed 
upon his uncomplaining submission. This is 
honorable reparation 1 This is the amend due 
to a veteran soldier of his country when ma- 
lignantly Ecsailed! This is the idea of justice 
entertained by the administration, and 
this is the justice which those who are peril- 
ling life in defence of the country may look 
forj hculd they fall under the displeasure of 
the War Department. 



HSyTlie new Editor, theaboiiton Editor, of 
the Frankfort Commonwealth (ods! small 
hornets and big bumble-bees! who can he be?) 
is still assailing us a3 disloyal. We are pur- 
suing exactly the course that we have pursued 
from the first, and the Commonwealth, until it 
went a very few weeks ago into the new and 
anonymous Editor's keeping, pursued the 
same course. W e are a !i! tie surprised that 
the respectable proprietors of that paper per- 
mit their employe to libel them in order that 
he may libel us. What sympathy, what tol- 
eration, should "Hodges and Hughes" have 
for radicalism in their own paper published in 
their own Damc-e! Are they quite satisfied 
with their position? 

The Commonwealth repeats its infinitely ri- 
diculous assertion, that, in saying that Gen. 
John 0. Breckinridge’s object, as distinctly 
avowed by himself, in taking a force to West- 
ern Virginia, is to invade Kentucky, and, that 
the capture of Louisville would cut off the 
supplies of the Army of the Cumberland, we 
gave important information to the enemy. W ell, 
if Breckinridge didn't know before that Ken- 
tucky might be invaded from Western Vir- 
ginia, rvby did he tell his troops, in the speech 
we published, that he was going to Western 
Virginia with a view to such an invasion? 
And, if any rebel officer doesn't know that 
Jjouisvillo is the base of supplies of the Army 
of the Cumberland, how happens it that his 
body hasn’t putrified for the want of mind 
enough to keep it? Wo wonder whether, if 
we were to say that the annihilation of the 
Army of the Cumberland and the Army of 
tke Potomac and all other Federal armies 
would promote the interests cf the rebellion, 
some stupid radical wouldn’t charge us with 
giving valuable and treasonable information 
to the enemy. If the Frankfort Editor is 
honest and sincere in his charges against us, 
his brain must be as stolid as an indurated 
mow-ball in an ass’s heel. 

The new Editor of the Commonwealth is 
certainly a most enormous ass. He runs as 
much to ear as a certain tribe of African 
dwarfs, who are said to have such big flap- 
pers upon the sides of their heads, that, when 
they lie down, they can use one as a mattress 
and the other as a blanket.

What Then? — Men shrink from looking 
into the future. They find fault with those 
who insist on quest oning the effect ofpreaiut 
policy on the nation’s destiny. The rebellion 
must be put down. To this ail agree; but 
what then? This question is esteemed ill- 
timed— copperish — disloyal. The voice of the 
dominant power overpowers the voice of tbe 
eornest lover of his country, who asks anx- 
iously what is to follow the suppression of the 
rebellion. “IVhat business is it of our3 now?” 
they say; “wbat right have you to interrupt 
tbe work of crushing the rebellion by sug- 
gesting that there is any other question?” 

The rebellion is a terrible curse, a grand 
evil, a huge crime. It must be got rid cf. 
But there are other curses, other evils, other 
crimes. A disease in the human body i3 a 
great evil. Bat tho physician is a murderer 
who directs his whole skill to suppressing the 
disease, and pays no attention to the preser- 
vation of the constitution. Many diseases 
might be suddenly and wholly driven out of 
the system by doses of arsenic. Many a ter- 
rible swelling or turner might be eradicated 
by a free use of the knife, but tke blood and 
the life might tollow the knife. Fevers might 
be cured by remedies that would bring bodily 
weakness and certain death soon afterward. 
Shall we crush a rebellion in such way as 
to destroy the vital system when it can be 
done otherwise? Shall we carry on thi3 war 
so as to come oat of it weakened, impsver- 
itked, with a terrible load of debt and a terri- 
ble load of sectional hatred and bitterness, 
and without that compact, hearty, healthy 
condition of tho nation which is necessary 
to enable us to recover even ordinary 
strength? The life-blood of our country is 
the affection of tbe people for the Union; and 
if this affection fails, blood fails, and the body 
dice. Temporary alienation may be cured, 
but if we seek to cure it by means calculated 
to mske tbe alienation permanent, we are not 
likely to benefit the system by our experiment. 
The woik can be accomplished without this 
result. Why not be wi3e in time? 

Men may seek to stifle these questions, but 
tfci y are seizing fast hold on the minds of the 
people. It is plain as the noonday sun that if 
the policy of the present Administration is 
continued into another four years, we have 
seen the end of the American Union. Mr. 
Lincoln and his advisers can never restore 
tbatUDionto life and health, nor can thsy 
bfiild np a new constitution to replace that 
which they are destroying. They cannot 
save the life of the nation. If we are to trust 
to them, it may as well be confessed to day 
as it will certainly be confessed next year, 
that the Union is gone, and forever, and 
that their new government will be a weak 
and worthless experiment. Why close our 
eyes to these solemn truths? The principle 
of wholesale abolition and confiscation, found- 
ed on the idea of conquering and governing 
as a conquered people millions of Americans, 
is contrary to the spirit of free institutions. 
It is poison in the blood of the Union. It i3 
death to republican government. The ono- 
tenth plan of Mr. Lincoln, by which one man 
is to govern nine, and one tenth of the popu- 
lation are to elect representatives, electors, 
legislators, and governors for the whole pop- 
ulation, wielding tho old power of the whole, 
as if all were acting — this plan is in direct 
violation of American principles and of moral 
right. It is directly hostile to the constitu- 
tional guarantee of republican forms of gov- 
ernment. At best the one-tenth ought not 
to elect more than one-tenth of the represen- 
tatives — ought not to be wielding the power 
of mote than one-tenth the population. 
How wonld free principles survive the 
shock of beholding one-tenth of the pop- 
ulation of Virginia balancing, in the House 
of Representatives, the votes ef five North- 
ern States, and ten times their number 
of Northern votes? The idea is aot only ab- 
surd, bnt is a deadly thrust at the whole fab- 
ric of our government. But what if that be 
permitted, and tho one-tenth do make a new 
State Constitution for the nine-tenths, as the 
absolute, incontrovertible law of tho State, 
are these nine-tenths ever likely to be cheer- 
ful lovers of the Union? It is useless to dis- 
cuss this plan. It is too plainly contrary to 
the fundamental principles of our government 
to command the respect even of the most de- 
voted followers of those who invented it. 

What sort of a free government will the 
United States be when reconstructed on thi 3 
plan? New York, with her millions of free- 
men, will find herself out-voted and out- 
weighed in both houses of Congress by other 
States with one-tenth of her own numbers; 
and that tenth will be partly or wholly negro, 
if the dominant party carry out consistently 
its present avowed policy 1 Does any one im- 
agine that that will be a Union which North- 
ern men or Southern men will love, will 
cling to, will fight for? Was it such a Union 
ns that which we have poured out our treas- 
ures of moDey and life to save? 

How will such a Union pay the interest on 
thousands of millions of debt? How pay the 
debt? 

If the present policy is pursued the war wil* 
last for years, and only terminate in an armed 
occupation, equivalent to a constant war, with 
expenses annually footing up hundreds of 
millions. We want no unwilling Union, no 
mere conquered submission, to carfy out such 
a debt as ours will be. We must have a cor- 
dial, hearty, willing Union, or we are bank- 
rupt, ruined. Onr nation, united willingly, 
can carry more debt than any other people, 
and can pay it. Our nation, pacified by the 
eonfiscation of Southern property, the extir- 
pation or disfranchisement of Southern men, 
canrait carry that debt. The first element of 
doubt and danger will be the existence 
of States unpledged to pay the debt, and 
moitgaged to it only by one-tenth of 
their people. The future is big with 
other forms of discord, with other ele- 
ments of national disease, and if tho union 
be not healthy and willing they will break 
out as ulcers here and there. It is vain to 
close our eyes to these truths. The rebellion 
must be put down, but it must be put down in 
such a way as to leave the nation with vitali- 
ty, energy, and hope. Under the present 
policy, there is no fnture of Union. A now 
government, a new coDstitutiou, a new form 
of Union, anew principle of unity — allthese 
go into tLe radical calculation, but all these 
foil to show anything but a wreck cf the old 
American Union in the radical view of the 
future. Men cf America, rouse yourselves to 
the tiutlis we have set before you. Awake 
before it is too late. The opportunity to re- 
turn to the safe policy is before U3 in the 
coming election. Let As go back. Let us 
piest-nt to the vast population of the South the 
old Union and old Constitution for their ac- 
ceptance, with the rights of the States unim- 
paired. Let the principles of the Crittenden 
Resolutions be studied carefully and adopted 
heartily. The present disease of the nation is 
rebellion. Let that disease be eradicated 
without introducing new forms of internal 
suffering and complaint. Let U3 act as mil- 
lions of men talking to millions of men should 
act if they would exercise ordinary common 
sense based on the experience of nations in all 
the centuries. 

Ont of this terrible strait the nation may 
be brought, free, ennobled, strong, to resume 
her old pathway ol glory and beneficence. 
Rebellion will have received a le3son which 
will prevent its hideous form from again 
rising for a century, either in New England 
or in the South. But if we go on as now, the 
very principle established will be in favor of 
new rebellions whenever any part of the 
people become insane over some fanatical 
notion of reform. 

ggf It is now stated that all onr troop3 in 
North Carolina are besieged in fortified 
places. What good have they accomplished 
by partially overrunning tho State? Are not 
nearly all the citizens, whom they induced to 
declare themselves loyal, in the power of the 
remorseless rebels?

Basrackb News.— S everal regiments re- 
ported at the Barracks yesterday, and quite 
a lively business was transacted. The list 
Ohio arrived during Thursday night, report- 
ing fcr quarters early in the morning. The 
regimeDt counts 380 re-enlisted men. Fresh 
i home, and eager for the exciting issues 
oFTfce front, the men did not tarry in the city 
long, but left for Nashville iu the evening. 
The 48th Illinois arrived from home C30 
strong. They return to the front &lmo3t a9 
strong as when they first left the Sacker State 
to battle for the flag of the free. The 57th 
Illinois, 430 men, just from their homos in the 
broad Prairio State, also en route fur the 
front, merely reported as passing through the 
city, taking passage on the cars for Nashville. 
Ninety-five recruits for the 102d New York 
veterans were received, and forwarded on to 
the regiment. One hundred recruits reported 
s hailing from Columbus, Ohio. They are 
intended for different Ohio regiments in the 
field, and were forwarded South. 

Two hundred and forty recruits for that 
dashing regiment the gallant old 7th Penn- 
sylvania cavalry arrived by boat in the after- 
noon The 7ih will soon be as strong as when 
it first landed on Kentucky soil. 

Fifty recruits arrived from Detroit, having 
enlisted in some of the Michigan veterans, 
now in the front. 

Six deserters, under guard, were reported 
from Indianapolis, and seven from Detroit. 

Joseph H. Case, company B, 17th Indiana 
volunteers, George Otto, company C, 231 
Kentucky, and Thomas Bridgeford, company 
I, 10!h Kentucky cavalry, were arrested as 
deserters in Jeffersonville, and transferred to 
this side of the river for 3afe-keeping. 

One hundred aad thirty convalescents were 
sent from the Barracks to Nashville, and five 
to Lexingtou. 

Thirty-one deserters were 6ent to their reg- 
iments, twenty-eight by tho way of Nash- 
ville, and five via Cairo. 

The 79th Pennsylvania are waiting in the 
city to receive their bounty and pay. We 
understand that the citizens of Lancaster are 
making preparations to give the veterans a 
joyous “welcome home.” Gen. Starkweather, 
of Wisconsin, who commanded, for awhile, 
the brigade of which the 79th formed a part, 
will be in Lancaster, and make the reception 
speech. The boys are anticipating grand 
tiiurf'', when again they pass the boundaries 
„ tfielr native State. 

Cocrts-Martial. — T he Wilson case is still 
pending in Col. Johnson’s court. Yesterday 
the defence closed their testimony, and to-day 
the final arguments will be heard and the case 
be submitted to the court. 

Col. Vaughn’s court met at the appointed 
heur yesterday. John W. Mefford, of com- 
pany C, 2d Ohio heavy artillery, charged 
with disobedience of orders, was arraigned, 
nd, the testimony being brief, tha ca3e wa3 
soon disposed of. Alonzo Underwood, of tho 
the same regiment, was then brought 
before the court, and the charges pre- 
ferred against him impartially investigat- 
ed. The investigation was short, and 
after rendering a decision the court voted for 
an adjournment until 10 o’clock thi3 morning. 
Four casts are set for to-day: Alfred P. 
Byrns and Daniel S. Hayward come first on 
the list. We mentioned two days ago the 
charges and specifications preferred ogain3t 
them. As we run down the list, the name of 
William B. Foster comes next. He belongs 
to Company L, 5th Kentucky Cavalry, and i3 
charged with conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline. These three 
cases will occupy the full sitting of the court 
to-day. Owing to the number of witnesses 
from abroad in attendance upon tho court- 
martial, the Judge Advocate has concluded 
not to present any Commission cases for sev- 
eral days t o come. 

Disgraceful— T he behavior of the 43th 
Illinois regiment in our city yesterday was 
outrageous. From ten o’clock in the fore- 
nooD, until about two in the afternoon, they 
stacked arms on the wharf, at the foot of 
Fourth street. The officers allowed the men 
scatter and do almost as they pleased. By 
means, they obtained whiskey, and 
manywi item were gloriously drunk. They 
insulted everybody that passed near them, 
with jeers, and cries of “copperhead.” Two 
gentlemen attempted to pass up the wharf 
from one of the steamboats lying in port, 
when a drunken party of the 48th attacked 
them and drove them back on the boat. Sev- 
4al citiz ns were knocked down and others 
chased from the pavements off into the street. 
Fire-arms were handled in a reckless manner, 
and loud thieats of shooting “somebody ” were 
made. 

They took entire possession of that part of 
the city, and the citizens were forced to close 
their places of business in order to save them 
from being plundered. This regiment is just 
from home, and we looked for a different dis- 
play from them. The quietude of home ap- 
pears to have had but little effect upon them. 
Instead of teaching them respect for law, and 
love for peaceful scenes, it infused into their 
minds thoughts of plunder and wild riot. 
Their proceedings yesterday were disgraceful 
beyond description, and spoke poorly indeed 
for discipline, and the efficiency of the officers. 

Chi?" The following is a complete list of the 
casualties attending the late accident on the 
Jeffersonville Railroad at Taylorsville: Wm. 
H. Herrick, of Newatk, N. J., killed; Major 
Jackson, 18th Wisconsin, seriously injured;

Jeffersonville, head bruised and legs injured 
slightiy; Mrs. W. E. Hays, Salem, Ind , 
Variously in face and head; Mrs. R. L. Brown- 
b ack, seriously; Jas. L. Mitchell, Ad- 
jutan^^Sjj^ Indiana, badly bruised; P. H. 
Jewett, Esq, of Lexington, Ind., leg broken 
above knee; Mrs. C. A. Digbt, of Burlington, 
Iowa, bone fractured; George Ransome, of 
is villa, injured severely, and Captain Geo. 
.Hand, leg slightly injured. John Brooks 
and H. Griffith, of Columbus, Indiana, ware 
among the ir jured; the former was seriously 
hurt. All the wounded are doing well. The 
railroad company furnished the best medical 
attendance that could be obtained, and bestow- 
ed every possible attention upon those who 
are the sufferers by an accident tho cause of 
which it was impossible to foresee. 

Tho 4Gth Ohio, with three hundred and 
fifty men enrolled as veterans, arrived yester- 
day morning at the Soldiers’ Home, from the 
front, with orders to report at Columbus, 
where the men will be fnloughed for their 
homes.

The Murder in Jessamine Countt.— T he 
Cincinnati Commercial gives eome additional 
facts relative to tbiB sad affair. On Thursday 
of last week the unfortunate victim visited 
the residence of Richard M. Robinson, of Camp 
Ditk Robinson, where he was entertained in 
a hospitable manner at dinner. Ha had with 
him a wagon and three pairs of mules. The 
animals drawing the wagon were driven by 
an assistant, while he travelled on horseback. 
Having partaken of his dinner, he sold Mr. 
Robinson a pair of the mulos — fine young ani- 
mals — for $290, receiving tho pay immediate- 
ly. Of this amount he placed $230 in a wal- 
let, in an inside vest pocket, and the balance, 
two tens and eight fives, in an ordinary vest 
pocket. He bad with him, in addition to this, 
a viry large sum of money, some $8,000, it is 
thought, in his wallet. . Leaving Camp Dick 
Robinson, be proceeded toward Nichoiasville, 
accompanied by thedriver aad team, reaching 
that place, a distance of 14 miles, by dark. This 
is the last we hear of him until h:3 body was 
found ib a field by the roadside, the next morn- 
ing, at a point a littie south of Nichoiasville. 
Where the foul murder was committed is, of 
course, a matter of mere conjecture, though it 
i .• generally believed by the people of N icholas- 
cilie that it was in that town. The theory 
that more than one man was implicated in the 
murder is supported by the fact that the body 
was found actually “laid out” in a straight 
position, with the clothes arranged in an or- 
derly manner and the hands crossed upon the 
breast. The murderers were even so particu- 
lar as to button up the coat and vest after re- 
moving the purse containing the large sum 
of money. The deed of murder was commit- 
ted by blows with some heavy instrument 
upon the head. The $60 spoken of was not 
taken from his person. Tho fact that tho 
'firiver and team have disappeared, tends to 
throw a shadow of suspicion upon tho former. 
Captain Goodman, chief of the detective force . 
of the department, is engaged in a diligent 
search for the murderer or murderers. The 
name of the mnrdered man is G. F. Crook- 
shank, of Madison, Wisconsin, and Paul Hal- 
verson is probably the name of the sutler of 
the 1st Wisconson cavalry, for whom he was 
doing business. Halverson is also a resident 
of Madison. The mystery of this cold-blooded 
murder has excited unusual interest in Ken- 
tucky, and it is to be hoped that the matter 
will eventually be cleared up. 

The 7th Pennsylvania Cavalry. — W e 
have already mentioned the return of this no- 
ble regiment. Before leaving its home in 
Pottsvillc the officers and men received from 
the ladies of that town and of St. Clair a mag- 
nificent set of colors, comprising a regimental 
flag and twelve guidons. The former bears 
the names of the principal engagements in 
which the 7th has participated, but not all 
the fights, for they have been a score or 
more. The following are on it; “Lebanon, 
Ky.;’’ "Chaplin Hill, Ky.;” “Stone River, 
TenD.;” “Murfreesboro;” “Shelbyville, 
Tenn.;” “Chickamauga, Ga. ;” “Rover, 
Tenn. ;” “Nashville, Tenn.;” “Unionville, 
Tenn.;” and "Sparta, Tenn.” A silver plate 
on the staff bears the following inscription: 
"Presented by the Ladies of Potlsville and St. 
Clair to the 1th Reg' t Pa. Cav." Colonel 
William B. Sikes, who has succeeded Colonel 
Wynkoop in command of the regiment, re- 
ceived this superb present on behalf of his as- 
sociates, and we can bear witness to the truth 
of all he said in reference to hi9 veterans and 
their glorious deeds. Tho 7lh entered upon 
activ&service on Christmas day, 1861, in the 
Department of tho West under General Buell, 
and it baa been continually in active ser- 
vice since that time. There is not a battle- 
field in the Southwest on which its members 
have not made their mark upon the enemy. 
The men know every pathway in Middle and 
Eastern. Tennessee better than they know the 
paths around the school-houses of their child- 
hood. For months together they never cost 
the Government a cent for the subsistence of 
themselves or their horses. For consecutive 
weekq the officers and men had not changed 
clothing or had them off, so incessant and ar- 
duous has been their duty at certain times. 
They have undergone more than has been or 
ever will be related. When these men ro-cn- 
list, after passing scenes of toil and danger 
unsurpassed, who can doubt the genuineness 
of their patriotism? 

Refucees from Dixie. — The Evansville 
Journal states that the s^amer Reindeer, from 
Nashville, brought a number of families of 
refugees from Tennessee and Alabama. Soma 
of them bore every evidence of extreme fov 
erty and destitution. One old lady, speaking 
of her 6on being in the army, was asked if ho 
was in the rebel army. She replied, with 
great indignation, “Don’t talk to me about 
being in the rebel army I None of my friends 
ever thought of going into the rebel army. 
She then showed an address which indicate: 
that her son is in the 3d Tennessee cavalry. 
An old gentleman wa3 among the number. 
He is from tie vicinity of Stevenson, Ala., 
where he left a good farm and all he possessed, 
except a few dollars, to seek a home at the 
North. He said heheardtkerewasalwayscocn 
in Egypt, but he is certain there is none in 
purgatory. Twoyoung men in Yhe company 
had been pressed into the rebel army, but had 
deserted and taken the amnesty oath. The 
Journal suggests that some permanent arrange- 
ment be made for the care of these poor peo- 
ple, as it was a sad sight to see little boys and 
girls with scarcely clothes enough to hide 
their nakedness, and with bare feet, red with 
cold, tramping through the streets. 

The Chicago Journal states that 
Messrs. Rumsc-y, Bro., & Co., of that city, arc 
holding over a million bushels of oats on 
Government account, and have chartered and 
arc now loading twenty-five canal-boats, of a 
capacity of ten thousand bushels each, direct 
for Nashville, without breaking bulk. The 
Illinois and Michigan canal was to have been 
opened on the 10th, with a full supply of 
i water, and the boats will be towed direct 
from Lasalle, Illinois, to Nashville, Tenn., 
via the Illinois, Mississippi, Ohio, and Cum- 
berland rivers. 



Kentucky iNSTiTUTtoN for the Education 
of the Blind. — T he average number of pu- 
pils in this prosperous State Institution during 
the five years immediately preceding the com- 
mencement of the civil war was fifty- six. 
The average number dming the last three 
years has been forty, a decrease of more than 
twenty-eight per cent, since the commence- 
ment of the war. The average number of pu- 
pils since the removaUtf the school to the 
buildiDg now occupied has been fifty.

The Senate then resolved, when it ad- 
journ, it be till Monday. 

Mr. Fessenden presented the report of the 
conference committee on the deficiency bill, 
which was agreed to.

Mr. Blair remarked that the contest 1 at 
himselt bad submitted affidavits taken after 
sixty days in limitation, without giving him 
due notic, whereas he had given Mr. Knox 
notice as to tho testimony uow in contro- 
versy.

Washington, March 11. 

The President sent to the Senate the follow- 
ing message: 

Washington, March 9, 1864. 

To the Senate of the United States: 

In compliance with the resolution of the 
Senate of the 1st inst., respecting the points 
of the commencement of the Pacific Railroad 
in the eleventh degree of west longitude, and 
of the branch road of the Western boundary 
of lows, to the said hundredth degree of lati- 
tude, 1 transmit the accompanying report of 
the Secretary of the Interior, containing the 
infcimation called tor.

The steamer Atlantic from New Orleans, 
arrived tr ii morning. 

The Gladiator brought up the 301h Illinois 
this morning. 

Cumberland Gap, March 9. 
Lieut. W. P. Ames, commanding a detach- 
ment of 50 men of the 2d North Carolina 
mounted infantry on ihe morning of the at- 
tack of the 22d of February, was out, and had 
been previously scouting the country south of 
Taze well, and returned to camp that evening 
all safe, bringing with him a few prisoners 
and horses. 

Lieut. Sheldon, commanding another de- 
tachment of the same regiment numbering 
about 35 men. stationed on tbe Virginia road, 
as before mentioned, was surrounded and 
captured on the morning of the 22d of Feb- 
ruary. 

Capt. Hiller, of the same regiment, com- 
manding R company stationed on Jacksboro 
road at the time, have since reported all right.

Memphis, February 8. 
Advices from Vicksburg state that Sher- 
man’s expedition had returned to that place, 
except the I6th and 17th corps, which remain 
at Canton, Mississippi, until further orders. 

He did not go beyond Meridian. There was 
no fighting of anv consequence, and the loss 
was small — mostly from straggling. 

The 178th New York lost over two hun- 
dred from straggling, being greater than the 
entire loss of the balance ef the expedition. 

Four hundred prisoners and six thousand 
negroes were brought in. 

The negro troops at Haines' Blnff made a 
descent on Yazoo City, on the 28:h, and, after 
a sharp fight, occupied the place, with a loss 
of about thirty killed.

Washington, March 11. 

The case before the Supreme Court to-day 
is that of Fredericks, Huehardt, and othefs, 
v?.

There were on 
the docket on the 1st Monday in December 
about three hundred and sixty-four cases, of 
which one hundred and fifty-nice have been 
reached. As the court will adjourn on the 8th 
of May, a large number will remain undis- 
posed of at that time.

US’- A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial writes from Cqjumbus: 

A t an early day of the present session of the 
General Assembly of Ohio, the friends of Mr. 
Lincoln took the ground that the Legislature, 
as a body, ehould give an expression iu favor 
ot his retotnir.ation as the candidate of the 
Union party for President in 1864.

Hall, Senator from LucaB county, whilom a 
prominent citizen of Cincinnati. To this let- 
ter Mr. Chase made the following reply. 

THE VIEWS OF MB. CHASE AS TO BIS CANDIDACY. 

Washington, January 18, 1804. 

My DearSik: Your kind note is just re- 
ceived. As it bsis been so loDg on the way, I 
have telegraphed you that I will reply’ by 
mail. 

At tbe instance of many who think that 
the public interests would be promoted by my 
election to the Chief Magistracy, a committee 
composed of prominent Senators and Repre- 
sentatives and citizens has been organizel 
here for taking measures to promote that ob- 
ject. 

This committee, through a sub committee, h -.3 
conferred with me, and I have explained to 
them the objections which seem to me to ex- 
ist against any use of my name in that con- 
nection. They have taken these objections 
into consideration, and assure rne that they 
think I ought not to refuse its use, and I have 
consented to their wishes; assuring them, 
however, that whenever any consideration, 
by them, or by the friends ot our cause, 
thought entitled to weight, should indicate 
the expediency of any other cour38, no con- 
siderations of personal delicacy toward me 
should be allowed to prevent its being 
taken. 

If I know my own heart, I desire nothing 
so much as the suppression of this rebellion, 
am', the re-cs’abiishment of Union, order, and 
prosperity on sure aud safe foundations. Aud 
i should despise myself if I felt capable of 
allowing any personal objects to influence me 
to any action which would affect, by one jot 
or tittle, injuriously, the accomplishment of 
those objects. Aud it is a squrce of real grat- 
ification to believe that those who desire mr 
nomination dt sire it on public grounds alone, 
and will not hesitate to act, in any matter 
which may concern me, upon such grounds, 
and such grounds only. 

Of course, under the circumstances, I de- 
sire tho support of Ohio. If, however, it 
shall be the pleasure of a majority of our 
friends in Ohio to indicate a preference for an- 
other, I shall sccept their action with that 
cheerful acquiescence which is due from me 
to friends who have trusted and honored rna 
beyond any c’aim or merit of mine.

A DOLEFUL REBEL LETTER.

GEORGIA. 

Camp near Dalton, Jan. 17, 1864. 

The regis.rar of a certain hospital down 
here in Georgia may explain, partially, tha 
reason of my long silence. That horrid affair 
on Mission Ridge had outdone me quite, in 
which, from shoer exhaustion, I returned to 
the Federals their old bullet-ridden India 
rubber, dyed with their old blood, also my 
blanket, associated with many a grateful re- 
collection of the bloody field ot Chickamauga, 
where it received within it3 twelve folds a 
stinging Mrnie that otherwise might have sent 
me minus an arm to the rear. It is not my 
intention to revert at length to the sad catas- 
trophe that befell our arms at Chattanooga. It 
is a subject loo mournful for light comment. 
Impartial history alone can divert it of the 
shades that hover about, and render justice to 
the victim who, of necessity, must bo sacri- 
ficed when mis r ortuiic attends. I, strikes me 
that we are aping tte Federals^ in this pecu- 
liarity — that ought to be sufficient to damn 
the practice in our eyes, not to say anything 
of its attendant curses and Athenian -like 
fickleness. 

Our encampment now lies nor.lt cf the once 
pleasant town of Dalton. . Tlfe country pos- 
sesses not enough of elasticity the fortunate 
character of the soil in Middle Tennessee— to 
recover its owm under the heavy burden of an 
army’s presence. Therefore, everything in 
the way of agriculture is prostrate. The poorer 
class, the only inhabitants remaining, seem in- 
active and depressed. Once in a while the 
cake-woman, or tho pie-vender, languidly 
trudges Iter wearv way by our pirket post. 
This sadly reminds me of my own country, 
wbcrc many a Rachael we-ps and is not com- 
fotted. The informal process of taking food 
from families, lest the Federals might get it, 
has stripped many of the vory nece-sn i?s of 
life. 1 firmly believe that the people of Geor- 
gia, who have call d bo lu tily f r General 
Bragg’s deposition, will rue the day that the 
groat disciplinarian r. signed the reins of au- 
thority over sit army which, without an iron 
band to enforce the penalties of disobedience, 
will leave the sad vertigo of desolation and 
robber}' in its track*’. General Johnst n, the 
successor of the hero of Chickamauga, is a 
popular Gemral. Well may we pray that his 
popularity springs not from a heart that would 
cater to the public taste, which too often is at 
variance with the public weal. 

******** 

Among the subjects uotv dawning for dis- 
cussion among the soliiora is the reorganiza- 
tion of our at my. That Congtvsi will chivy 
us that privilege is as clear toniv mind as the 
looked-for advent of thri morrow’s sun. And 
this denial may, as the presence of the great 
lumimtry, he necessary to our existence as an 
army c llieicnt to c pe with a springtide ad- 
vance. I know this, that it is a very tender 
subject, and one that at first appeals mrro 
stroagiy to our republican sympaties than to 
our tense of cuty. At 1 ngth, however, after 
a cool and dispassionate review, I, as a s >ld cr, 
cannot danacd of our authorities a sacrifice 
to my po itical penchant which mi ’ht eiunlf 
our snuggi ng star in the dark abyss of sub- 
m ssion to the foe. All, I fear, will not regard 
it in ibis light. O.htr considerations, that 
sound of home and vest, will go far toward fer- 
menting the pint of disc intent. Lit hut the 
shadow cf an excuse fall athwart the paths 
of the dcpivsscd and they w 11 embrace it with 
avidity. 

Tho press should immediately measure the 
subject, mid with delicate, but trenchant 
weapons, enter the field of argument and ex- 
plication to cut down prejudices, to twerp 
away doubt:., end to convince our so d era tha 
this till looks forward alone to the salvation 
of our cause, end then to the perpetu ,tiou of 
a Government purely Democratic I have 
been long identified with those culled the com- 
mon soldier — I know their feelings — their 
lover — their hates — heir fears — their doubts. 
Therefore, I Lei fully competent, although 
a subaltern and a youth, to inform our lead- 
ers, rrot that they are ignorin', that this same 
toldiery yet possesses a spirit whose intelli- 
gence must bo eors dted or instructed ere it 
becomes malleable mefa! in their hands. Ma- 
ny who arc trite men, doubt tho K publican 
faitlt of some oi our leading lights. In this 
doubt I fully indulge with them, bet on ac- 
count ot it I am anxious to make every tem- 
porary concession, embracing the historic 
motto that “the end justifies the means’ in 
this case. Then, having gained tfie goal of 
independence, we can hurl from us the cloak 
of that h: ted anri-Kepublican policy in which 
wo raised the Srulla and Charubdis of oar 
destiny. 

I then would beg our sold’ers, if discon- 
tented ejes chance to fall on th’S, to join wi h 
me and accept in the nama of country and of 
tafety such legislative provisions as our Con- 
gress, the majority honest Republicans, shall 
see fit to offer.

A Fab Stort — What Came of a Boy s 
Running Away from Home . — About a year ago 
the anxious, bewildered face of a poor woman, 
in search of her lost hoy, was familiar on the 
railroad in the northern part of Ohio. Her 
name was Catherine Buck, and she lived in 
the vicinity of Columbus. The fo lowing was 
the story of her affliction, which she to d to such 
sympathizing strangers as were promp e l to 
addre.-s her: She was a widow with an only 

child, a wayward boy about twelve years of 
age. In that boy centred all her hopes and 
fears. One day she corrected him for some 
offence, and that day ho di, appeared from 
ho i,c. .‘•he made inquir.es for h m in tha 
neighborhood as soon as his absence was dis- 
covered, but heard nothing of him. Conjee 
turing that, lie had joined some military com 
party and gone to the war, she mate a visit to 
tho various camps that she could hear of, hut 
although site found many boys cf It r son’s 
age, not on’ of them gave to her heart that 
namo’ess tlifiil which a mother feels at the 
discovery of h i- missing offspring. Restless 
and anxiou s ic wout ret ro hoc o(h mo no 
more without her hoy! poor hear ) toag.in 
start out upon tho weary and frtti lesi search. 

Her wild oDd havgard countenance, on 
which a settled grief had traced heavy liaes, 
became familLr upon the railroads, and she 
was allowed to come and go as she pleased, no 
conductor troubling her for ticket or fare. 
Her story wa- known, and her affliction gave 
htrimmun t es that nothing else could have 
obtained. At the depots, on the arrival and 
departure of trains, she would be seen anx- 
iously scanning the moving throng, and t h re 
was bur. one image on her mind — that of her 
wayward and idolized boy. Her form would 
bo seeu gliding through tho “soldiers’ train” 
that was biaring away volu it a ers to the war, 
and the coa sest s tidier checked his mirth and 
withheld h s rude jest w .m he saw that pale 
and sorrowful face, ai d caught the anx ous, 
unsettled dance cf Iter eye as she eagerly 
scanned the countenances before her. 

Weoree saw the pcor woqian at a depot on 
the Cleveland a’ d Columbus road. She had 
been engaged in her fruitless search for over 
three months. A compassionate bystander 
was attempt- ng to soothe her by telling her thit 
her son was doubtless taken care of somewhere, 
bhc said she would bo happy if she only knew 
that he was rot suffering. She could not eat, 
she sa'il. for she imagined that ho* bov was 
induing f out hunger, and she vould . tsleep, 
for tho picture of her boy without shelter was 
corstanty in her mind. Her anxiety and 
grief had made fearf ul inroads upon a counte- 
nanco that uu'et have been prepotses ing once 
(she wss on y in middle life), and there wat a 
strange gh'ter in her eye that betokened ap- 
j reaching insanity. 

In tfcc f Rowing bri f paragraph in a re- 
e, nt number of the Cleveland Herald we 
find the sequel to the sad story of Catherine 
Buck: 

“ Killed by the Cars . — An insane woman 
was lately killed by the cars on the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railroad, near West G. ceu- 
vitle, Pa. She was sitting on the track, anti 
made no effort to escape until it was too late. 
TLC cow-catcher struck her, throwing her 
down an embankment, killing her ins.aotly. 
Her name was Cathe:ine Buck,” 

The weary heart is at rest. -What a lesson 
is the above to wayward, thoughtless boys who 
think “running away from home” it such a 
brave achi vement. A loving mother driven 
to insanity and death . — Cincinnati Times. 

ijaT A Sorghum Convention -was hold at 
Columbus, O., on the 15 th of January last. 
We copy below from the Ohio Farmer the 
remarks of seme of the speakers: 

Mr. Wrenn — I fed four horses and two 
cows on the blades three weeks, and they did 
belter than for the ssme time previous or sin e. 
I feed blades and the tops together when tht 
feed is not r pe. I believe, with Mr. Branch, 
that the se: d i'self will pay for the production 
as feed for , tock; indeed, better than corn, by 
throwing the green stocks to hogs and giving 
the blades and seed to cattle. 

As to hybridizing or mixing, I find it is 
with Sorgl o the same as corn — that if tho best 
s;ed is select d with care, a corresponding im- 
provement will be made. I am cf opinion that 
the several varieties of the cane that ripen 
about the same dme will mix in the head. Mr. 
Clough seemed to think that the varieties did 
not mix in t v e flower. That it will mix ’here 
can he no doub’, for seed so prodneed will 
bring forth a character peculiar to itself. I 
have never found any broom-corn in my caae 
trouble me. 



Mr. Wadsworth, of Union county — I have 
i been engaged several years in the production 
! of sorgho. Any fair quality of soil will pro- 
I ducc it, especially any good potato ground. 
) We have all kinds of soil in Unioi county. 
We have black prairie, dry prairia, 1 nv 
ground, and rolling land. It will grow in 
low ground, hut the stalks will be stunted and 
lack the full proportirn of tha saccharine mat- 
ter. On dry ground, it is rich in sugar, but 
the quantity c f juice is not so great. I be- 
| lieve all seeds of different varieties of the 
same order will mix. Hjbridizing is going 
On continually. Plant tho potato ball, ani 
you will get *11 varieties of that product. 
Why? Because there is a mixture tn the 
seed. All kinds cf corn will mix, as is well 
known. Dr. Kir, land, Of Cleveland, has ex- 
tensively practised artificial hjbridizing, and 
has produc ed in this way several well-known 
cherries of good quality. It is a nice opera- 
tion. He draws a piece of fine gauze over the 
bud just before it hursts ; then selects another 
laid, and, as gocn as he can get the pollen, ho 
impregnates with a fine hair pencil. This 
demonstrates it practically. 

Mr. Fetlors, of Fairfield county— I have 
been engaged in this production in a small 
way for several years. I think the question 
of seeds the most important one Ilavo cul- 
tivated the Chinese and the African varieties. 
I fit nk these tbe best varieties both for sugar 
and simp. We can keep the seed as pure as 
Ihst of any other production. 

As to the question, whether tha varieties 
mix in the pollen, we knew not how much of 
the difference we see in the cane may ha at- 
tributed to the difference- in tha character of 
the soil, as well as to- the superior quality of 
the seed of the same variety. It is well known 
that if we plant wheat, corn, or anything e's’, 
on ilia same soil continually, the crop will 
grow weaker and the variety be less capable of 
fully reproducing itself. So Vita the Sorgho. 
Stalks that have grown up feeble give seed les3 
capable cf reproducing itself than tho seed 
from strong stalks. 

I think the Sorghum wHl produce tha finest 
sirrp, but there is more sugar in the Imphee. 
The Imp hoc is net liable to blow down or to 
sucker. It must not be planted so thick as to 
prevent a free circulation of air and of sun. 
i ght. Sorghum, when planted seven or eight 
stalks to tho bill, will not sucker as much as 
when less is planted. I worked Imphee in 
August last which granulated. I cut tha same 
cane in October; let it stand a month ; and 
though it marked 14 to 15 on the sacchatome- 
ter, it would not granulate. 

I cut up the cane as I would corn, and 
shocked it up. I hare raised two tons of 
blades to one of bay. I consider rite seed fully 
as good ns oafs for teed. The Impln* wiil 
produce more per acre than the Sorghum. 
Tfcore should no*, be over eight stocks to the 
htil. The Imphee will also produce more 
sirup per acre than Sorghum. My soil is 
chestnut upland, second bottom. There seems 
to bo little cr no difference in the manuring of 
these two varieties. The Sorghum will show 
the red before it appears in the Imphco. 

I fattened my bogs on the offal, or skim- 
mings, as fully as the neighbors fattened theirs 
on corn at seventy five cents per bushel I had 
the fattest hogs of the season. I fed them on 
coin a shr.rt time before killing. I have lost 
nr, stcck by feeding case. It is of course dan- 
gerous to iced canc that has soared. I prefer 
to cut and shock the cane, not stripping the 
blades till it is used at the mill. 

As to seed, I would go into the field at I do 
in selecting com, and search out th-3 strong- 
ett blades, as seed front them would be like- 
ly, other things being equal, to reproduce it- 
tb’.f. 

John L. Gill — One of my neighbors had a 
heifer that sickened by eating the scum of the 
evapota’ing pans. He gave her about as* 
much bi sulphite of lime as would fill a com- 
mon tin prppcr-bex, and in a f. w motif nts 
site was relieved. This bi-sulphite of litno 
mists putrefaction, aud is au effectual cure. 

I started ou with an idea of making exper- 
iments with the different varieties of seed. I 
planted six acres with the several varieties, as 
near us possible under equal conditions, and 
the product did not vary 200 lbs. par acre. 
The Neewcana, or white Imphee, did not stait 
as thick as the Sorghum, but there was only 
a slight ciffeience in the quantity produced. 

I got nearly two tons of fodder per acre, and 
would not give a ton of it for any two ton : of 
the best hay I ever saw. I am satisfied from 
experiments I have witnessed as to the value 
of the cane as feed for hogs In one case, pigs 
wete put upon it that were poor, mere skele- 
tons, aud the next time I saw them they would 
weigh 300 pound-. I would not exchange it 
for com , bushel for bushel. 

\ Much depends upon tha condition of tho 
soil when planted. It is better to plant in tho 
c-rly bouts of tho day than the aft rnoon, 
especially when the seed is soaked, as it is 
hurifttl to soaked seed to plant it in dry, hot 
gfr,Mwt r — . — a — 

Tfc ground should ho worked deep and 
thoroughly pulverized. My ground was made 
like a garden. There were fields planted near 
to mine, one sixty feet and another only forty 
feet distant, on tho sumo day I planted, but 
with poor prepa a’.ion of the soil, and the 
yield as compared wiih mine was as thirty to 
seventy five. I subsi ded my ground am i har- 
rowed with heavy harrows drawn by four 
horses. I then furrowed it out one way aud 
subsoiled in the furrow, ar.d then simply fur- 
rowed it tbe oth r way. This was during the 
lat er part of May. 

As to the fodder, my stock will eat the hi ad s 
in preference to co;n. Tbe blades are will 
cured, snd arc more valuable than any fodd r 
that grows. 

Mr. Branch- — une of my neighbors cared his 
blades as lio would bay, by lotting them lie 
broadcast on the ground, arid hit cattle would 
not cat them. He gave -thorn to me, but my 
cuttle alto reject d them He gave me the 
seed, and that was good I have hitherto had 
little cr no faith in tha folder. 

Mr. Gill — I tlfnk if the corn be shocked in 
fr m eight to ten bills to the shock, so that the 
sle eks will not lo larger than a shock of corn, 
it wi l rot spoil. If it should take hurt, it will 
be something I have not yet heard of. 

Mr. Wrenn — A stronger mill will be needed 
to crush the ripe, dry cane than the green. 
The cleaner ihc < a tie is stripped the more 
molasses will be ohtaiuedfrom i'; for as blades 
pass through the mill the juice goes with them. 
It your rat e has been shocked you can work 
it up at your convenience. I believe that the 
blades sic bettor when cured in the stack. 

The question is raised, are cattle more 
liable to he injured when brought out of a 
green pasture snd put upon this feed than 
when put upon dry bay? My experience 
is, that if cows he brought from tha pas- 
ture and put upon i', no bad effects will ho 
likely to follow. But if they come to it hun- 
gry, they wilt he finely to hurt themselves I 
have tried good hay in c n trust with tho blades, 
•but the stock prefer the blades every rime. 

Me. Branch thought he must be unfortunate 
in his management of the fodder. 

Mr. Clough — I would like (o hear about the 
Ootnseeana Ho told of a ease of fonr varie- 
ties of ctttic coming from the planting of this 
seed. 

There is a seed brought from Liberia which 
grew.: the prettiest cane I ever saw, and the 
juice is the pleasantest; hut it measured only 
seven to eight degrees. It is a small reddish 
seed. I's origin may be the tamo as that of 
the African. It is the only true authentic 
seed we have from Africa. It may be sub- 
stantially the same a3 what we have. 

John L. G 11, Jr. — I think the saccharonae- 
ter is not a true tost. You may mark the 
cane nt one lime, hut let it stand a week and 
it will mark much higher; and still longer let 
it stand and higher still will it range. I have 
sc n cat e which marked ceven make more 
molasses than that which mafked ten. I am 
sati-fied that there is a certain fibrous matter 
in the juice that puts the mark higher under 
certain circumstances. S ill I wouleknot dis- 
pense with the sneehnromater. 

Mr. Clough — Any salts or soluble matter 
will affect the saccharomctcr. 

Mr. Gill, Jr. — I know from experience that 
cane which has been frosted is more difficult 
to work up than cane which h-s not been frost- 
ed. Ti e juice will mark differently in differ- 
ent parts of the battel. -A-C'iui:'s Sorgho Jour.

— If 
yon w sb to drive a cut nail into a seasoned 
oak timber, and not have it break or bond, 
jus’ have a small quantity of oil near by and 
dip the nail before driving, and it will never 
fail to go. In mending carts an 1 ploughs th : s 
is of great advantage, for they ate generally 
mostly of oak wood. In straightening old 
nails before using, let it be done on wood and 
with easy blows. If done on iron they will 
be sura to break.
